mob of strikers and strike sym pathiz 
era which was attem pting to march 
to San Rafael hospital where Mother 
Jones is held under m ilitary arrest. 
Stones, bottles aud bricks were hurl­ 
ed at the m ilitiam en by a crowd of 
angry women, 
who precipitated the 
outbreak when they were ordered to 
turn back by the soldiers. 
Several soldiers, including Major H. 
M. Randolph, were assaulted and not 
until 
the 
cavalrym en 
had 
drawn 
swords and charged the crowd sever­ 
al tim es was the mob dispersed. 
One soldier sustained a broken rib 
when his horse fell and one of the 
rioters received a cut from a saber. 
The riot followed a parade of wives 
and children of striking coal m iners 
which had been planned carefully by 
the union leaders. 
Perm ission to car­ 
ry the plans out had been granted by 
G eneral Chase, with the understand­ 
ing that no effort would be made to 
m arch to the hospital.
